In Re April 5 editorial, Hunger Strike at Guantanamo 

As an attorney seeking justice for prisoners held at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, I read with interest your 
editorial regarding the hunger strike at the prison. I believe you gave President Obama an 
undeserved pass for his failure to bring justice to Guantanamo prisoners. 

The Obama Administration likes to blame Congress for the policy dysfunction at Guantanamo, 
which ignores key facts about its own culpability. In 2009 Mr. Obama failed to stand up to 
Republican fear mongering about the transfer into the United States of four Chinese Uighur 
prisoners at Guantanamo, whom the Bush Administration admitted were not terrorists. Congress, 
smelling weakness, legislated drastic restrictions on the transfer of any Guantanamo prisoner. 
President Obama threatens to veto this legislation. Every year he punts. 

President Obama could take action on his own. In March of 2011, the President signed a far less 
famous executive order than the one calling for Guantanamo's closure. Executive Order 13S67 
would establish by March 2012 of the so-called Periodic Review Boards (PRB). These panels offer a 
semblance of due process by allowing Guantanamo prisoners to challenge their cases and retain 
private lawyers. Sadly, President Obama has allowed his own administration to ignore him; the 
Pentagon is a year late on establishing the PRBs and there's no sign they will ever begin. 

As your editorial noted, Gen. John Kelly, who oversees Guantanamo operations, has said the current 
hunger strike at Gitmo is the result of prisoners losing hope that they will ever see justice, despite 
President Obama's promises. I reckon Gen. Kelly places blame for the hunger strike directly where 
it belongs: on a president who glibly promises to shutter this sorry federal facility but lacks the 
courage to follow through on his words.
